A piece net very familiar to the 


people of ^Portsmouth and not often 
visited is the round house of the Bos- 
ton & Maine lailroad in this city. 


It is really the stable of the iron 


horse. In some of the larger places 
the men. who take charge of the. en- 
gine -when it is brought to the house 
are called "hostlers." The sections 
into "which the' house is divided are 
called' stalls or pits. 


In the local round house are fifteen 


stalls, and' wh'ile a'locomotive station 
is called' a round house it is really 
only half round, as its outside de- 
scribes only a semi-circle 


The engines are placed 
in their 


respective stalls by means of a turn- 
table upon which the locomotive is 
turned completely around, so that it 
will face in the imost convenient di- 
rection. 


As soon as the engine finishes her 


run she is taken, to the rotund house 
and the fires are cleaned and then 
she is ready for her place. 


If coal is needed, the 
engin-3 
is 


coaled before being put up and then 
she goes upon the turn, table, -which is 
built over a large'circular pit. 


The engine is driven ahead upon 


the tracks until she rests entirely 
upon the turntable and then is turned 
by manual power until the tracks 
meet the particular stall Into which 
she is to be put. 


The engine Is backed into her stall 


with the front end' always out. She is 
stopped BO that the smokestack comes 
directly 'beneath a flue for carrying 
off the smoke 


The fireman sees to hlsi fires and 


then-there is the cleaning to be done, 
for the engines occupying the local 
roundhouse are cleaned here, 
and 


not in Boston.

I'MZ'iN REVIEW. 


In tbe took of time the record of 1902 


ttas been written. Like the history of 
other passioc years. Its story b*8 b**& 
oue ot uiingted tfood and ill, tbougb tbe 
good has far outweighed tbe liL lu 
our owu laud Nature. re»jxmdujs to Uie 
toueh of induaory. was aliuo«t mar- 
r*ious lu her fecundity. In nearly all 
tbe products of our soil, iu nearly ev- 
ery s'^ctioo of tbe country, there was aa 
unprecedented yield. Of our great sta- 
ple* v.-e produced iu 1902 in rouud num- 
bers ^.500,000,000 bushels of corn, ttiO.- 
000,000 bushels of wheat S«S,000,000 
bo&hels of oats, 10,000,000 bales of cot- 
tou and otlier protlucts of tbe farm, 
orchard and range in tbe same abun- 
dant proportions, thus pouring iuio tbe 
Jap of commerce not only an abundance 
for our own needs, but enough to feed 
and clotbe tbe world. But for a single 
occurrence, that of the anthracite coal 
strike, tbe year would doubtless bave 
been one of unprecedented material 
prosperity. Even with the hard coal 
field inoperative for a period of six 
months the output of our mines TFOS 
very great, tbe grand total of tbe metal- 
lic and nonmetallic minerals produced 
In 1902 being more than $1,000,000,000, 
and that, too, in a year when there was 
no extraordinary activity in tbe mining 
of precious metals. 
Thus from tbe 


storehouses of tbe earth, from whence 
come tbe sources of all wealth, tbere 
was added within the twelve months 
14.000.000,000 to our national wealth, 
which now, in little more than a cen- 
tury, has grown to tbe almost incom- 
prehensible total of 
$85,000,000,000, 


making us tbe richest nation in tbe 
world. 


While flood and fire brought distress 


to many and caused what in tbe ag- 
gregate would seem to be great finan- 
cial loss, our country was providentially 
exempted from any overwhelming and 
widespread disaster, famine or scourge. 
Tbe chief disaster of tbe year, though 
not witbin our own domain, but which 
came very near to us and deeply 
touched tbe heart of tbe nation, was 
tbe volcanic and seismic convulsion in 
the Lesser Antilles, in which some- 
thing like 50,000 lives were lost and 
a vnat amount of property was de- 
stroyed. Tbe promptness and efficiency 
witb whicb we Went to tbe aid of the 
surviving stifferers, to whom we were 
bound only by tbe ties of universal 
brotherhood, won the plaudits of tbe 
world, and we beheld the unique spec- 
tacle of American warships laden with 
food and clothing carrying succor to 
tbe stricken subjects of foreign powers. 


Education and Philanthropy. 


Tbe year 1902 has been notable for its 


developments ID tbe line of educational 
and philanthropic work. 


It would of course be impossible to 


give in figures tbe amount which was 
donated during the year for education- 
al, religious and philanthropic purposes. 
A statistician who has given much 
thought to these matters thinks that 
tbe benevolences of tbe year, made 
through organized bodies, would aggre- 
gate more than $100,000^000. 


During tbe year gratifying progress 


was made in the establishment at 
Washington of a national university, 
for wuich Andrew Carnegie gave $10,- 
000,000 about a year ago. An organiza- 
tion has been effected under congres- 
sional authorization, with Dr. Oilman, 
formerly of Johns Hopkins university, 
as tbe bead of tbe institution^ 


Steps were also taken by many col- 


leges and universities in this country 
to make available to American students 
tbe provisions of the late Cecil Rhodes' 
munificent bequest of $50,000,000 for 
scholarships in Oxford university. 


Tbe latest educational and philan- 


thropic proposition is for tbe founding 
of a great national university, embrac- 
ing a wide range of knowledge and ex- 
tending far into tbe realm of original 
research. For tbis it is understood that 
certain Now York • millionaires bave 
pledged $15,000,000 as a nucleus for 
tbe settlement, and a bill is already 
before congress for its authorization 
and establishment at tbe national cap- 
ital. 


An eveut which may fairly be termed 


both educational and philanthropic 
was the visit to tbis country of Pro- 
fessor Adolf Lorenz, tbe distinguished 
Austrian orthopedic surgeon, and tbe 
demonstrations given by him before tbe 
medical faculties of many American 
cities of bis treatment of congenital 
deformities of children. 
It was not 


only the means of relieving many cases 
of suffering, but gave au impetus to 
bloodless surgery from whicb must 
Come incalculable benefits. 
An imme- 


diate outcome will unquestionably be 
tbe establishment of an totbopcdic hos- 
pital and college iu Chicago, and doubt- 
less in tbe near future others In various 
centers of population, where tbe chil- 
dren of tbe poor ns well us tbe rich 
may be treated and cured of congenital 
deformities whicb have hitherto iu the 
main baffled medical science.

In commerce 'and industry some dis- 


tinctive forward steps wore taken in 
1002. 


Tbe difglng of the isthmian water' 


way by tbe Panama route was author- 
ised by conffrees and an immediately 
available appropriation voted for tbe 
beginning of tbe work. The depart-

Work was begun on an American ca- 


ble under tbe Pacific ocean from Saa 
Francisco to our possessions in tbe 
orient The cable was lauded at tbe 
Golden Gate but a short time ago and 
was carried by tbe cable ship Silver- 
town to Honolulu, thus placing as In 
telegraphic communication witb our 
mid-Pacific Islands. From thence it is 
carried on to Guam and tben to Ma- 
nila, with which place we shall In a 
few months be in quick communication 
by submarine wire. 


During 1902 tbere were laid 4,000 


miles of new railroad track in this 
country, bringing our total railway 
mileage up to 200,000. 
An Item of 


interest was tbe voluntary advance of 
10 per cent in tbe wages of railroad 
employees on all tbe principal lines, 
though there was also a considerable 
advance in freight rates. 


An Industrial development of prune 


Importance was tbe authorization by 
congress and tbe beginning of prelimi- 
nary work by the United States geo- 
logical survey of. a system of irrigation 
wbicb will ultimately make fertile mil- 
lions of acres of arid and waste land of 
tbe public domain In tbe west and 
southwest, bringing under cultivation 
an area capable of supporting a vast 
population. 


In tbis connection, turning for the 


moment from our own country to tbe 
old world, unquestionably tbe greatest 
Industrial accomplishment as well as 
tbe greatest engineering feat of tbe 
year was building of the Assouan dam 
across the Nile at a cost of ?100,000,- 
000, 
which will irrigate nnd fructify 


nearly 2,000,000 acres of bitherto par- 
tially unproductive bind In Egypt. 


Beyond question the greatest achieve- 


ment in applied science during the year 
bas been the practical perfection of the 
Marconi system of wireless telegraphy. 
A year ago Signor Marconi had suc- 
ceeded in sending across tbe Atlantic 
without the aid of transmitting wire 
signal messages in single characters, 
which was then regarded as a wonder- 
ful feat. During tbe year experiments 
were earned on until now the inventor |

In Colombia It was iiecassary 
for us to intervene by the landing of 
marines for tbe protection of commerce 
at tbe isthmus, wbicb • tbis country is 
pledged to do under treaty stipulation. 
The erect of tbis action was salutary, 
and tbe revolution was practically end- 
ed by tbe surrender of General TJribe- 
Uribe. tbe leader of tbe revolutionists. 


Witbin tbe year tbe long standing 


boundary dispute between Chile and 
tbe Argentine Republic, which bad 
more than once threatened to precipi- 
tate these republics into war, was set- 
tied by arbitration. 


Tbe most serious political develop- 


ment on tbis hemisphere during tbe 
year was the joint effort of Germany 
and Great Britain to collect by force 
claims of their citizens against tbe re- 
public of Venezuela and tbe bombard- 
ment of the fortifications and tbe sink- 
ing of tbe ships of tbe latter country. 
Tbere was for awbile a prospect tbat 
tbis country might be drawn into tbe 
controversy. Tbe attitude assumed at 
Washington was that while the Mon- 
roe doctrine could not be used by any 
South or Central American government 
to sbelter itself from the payment of 
just obligations European territorial 
aggression would'not be permitted, and 
there is now fair prospect tbat an ad- 
justment of tbe European claims will 
DC elected through tbe good offices of 
tbe United States without further re- 
sort to hostile demonstration.

Labor Disputes and Arbitration. 
Unquestionably tbe most Important 


Industrial development of 1902 was 
the miners' strike m the anthracite coal 
regions of Pennsylvania, involving 
150,000 men, whicb began on May 15, 
effectually tying up the mines until 
Oct. 20, when an intolerable situation, 
affecting nearly every branch of the 
nation's activities and threatening a 
fuel famine to the great centers of pop- 
ulation, was relieved by the action of 
tbe president of the United States iu 
tbe appointment of a commission to 
whom the parties In the dispute agreed 
to submit the questions Involved. 


Whatever may be tbe findings of the 


arbitration commission, still sifting the 
questions involved, it is generally rec- 
ognized ' that organized labor won n 
substantial victory, in view of the fact 
that tbe operators were brought to ac- j 
cept almost identically tbe same prop- 
osition for amicable adjustment wbicb 
they declined in tbe beginning to en- 
tertain. 


Some progress was made during the 


year in the line of peaceful settlement 
of the differences between the employ- 
er and tbe employed. Tbis was Illus- 
trated ih tbe meeting in New York a 
few weeks ago of tbe industrial depart- 
ment of tbe National Civic federation, 
wbere tbe representatives of capital 
and labor met in dispassionate and 
friendly though earnest and partisan 
discussion of their rights and relatloa? 
Though tbe era of industrial peace bas 
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about $100,000, but the decision settled 
important questions of sovereignty and 
seab'ng rights in hitherto disputed ma- 
rine territory. 


Still another case of arbitration in 


•which this country was involved was 
tbe Samoan dispute over German claims 
for indemnity growing out of the land- 
ing of American and British marines 
at Apia some years ago. The arbitrator 
was King Oscar of Sweden, and tbe 
verdict was against the contention of 
the United States and Great Britain, 
though the amount involved was com- 
paratively insignificant and tbe opinion 
rendered was not regarded as forming 
a precedent for the future action of 
this country. 


Witb the exception Ci the indemnity 


claim of Miss Ellen Stone against Bul- 
garia and tbe remote possibility of 
being" drawn into conflict .with Ger- 
many and Great Britain over the Ven- 
ezuelan affair, <the relations of tbe 
United States, diplomatic and other- 
wise, are friendly.' 
This friendliness 


has been enhanced by .the visit to tbis 
country during the year of Prince 
Henry of Prussia, Grand Duke Boris 
of Russia, tbe crown prince of Siam. 
Sir diaries Bereaford of tbe British 
admiralty and particularly by tbe com- 
ing of distinguished Frenchmen for tbe 
unveiling of tbe Rocbambcuu monu- 
ment at Washington In recognition of 
the aid given us in tbe struggle for 
national independence.

The first nota- 
ble fact was tho sale of the Caswell 
brothers' great find to Colonel Dewey 
for the sum of $100,000 and his refusal 
but a few months thereafter of Jp-i.OOQ,- 
000 for the property, the Dewey mine. 


But where is Thunder mountain? In 


Idaho, 200 miles north and a trifle east 
of the city of fcoise. How to get there? 
From Boise you take a pack train load- 
ed with your outfit and start on aJ200 
mile tramp through beautiful valleys, 
up over the roughest of mountains, 
down steepest declivities, over deepest 
canyons and trailing by purest crystal 
streams till you reach Roosevelt. 


Roosevelt in July last was a city of 


tents, shacks and log cabins, with not 
a wagon track in sight. The streets 
were alive-with big, brainy and brawny 
men, there to reap their fortune, what- 
ever it might be. There was one lone 
Texas girl, the only woman in tlie 
camp. She, with her father, tramped 
the hills day after day bun ling for the 
"yellow."

How it came in that form I leave to the 
scientific expert.

demns a iww gold district, no matter 
where it may be found. But the man 
behind tht> burro digs and delves and 
uncovers the precious metal, and the 
scientific expert is shown to have made 
a poor guess.

Caracas is laid out in the most method- 
ical manner in regular squares of equal 
area and equal frontage, divided by 
narrow streets running lengthwise from 
east to west and from north to south. 
The cross streets, the principal avenues 
of the city, are made of concrete pave- 
ment, with sidewalks of cement, while 
the less prominent thoroughfares are 
paved in rough stones. The streets are 
numbered from the Plaza Bolivar, n 
beautiful park in the caiter of the town.

Oi.e 
realizes that it is the habit of the aver- 
age Carequeno to spend on interior dec- 
oration the money he has spared on the 
exterior. In the house of a compara- 
tively well to do Venezuelan the finish- 
ings and furnishings will 1>o found to 
be'as elegant nnd as expensive as in 
•the home of an American of the same 
class, and the wealthy Carequeno is 
even more extravagant than the wealthy 
American in the matter of interior ap- 
pointments. 
Moreover, the houses, 


though squat, are broad and long, and 
the area covered by one of them would 
giv6 room enough for the erection of u 
dozen houses like those that line tbe 
streets of New York. 


Caracas is also noted for its beauti- 


ful parks, In the principal one of which 
Is located a splendid statue of the great 
patriot Bolivar. Next to him the Ven- 
ezuelans have the greatest reverence 
tor George "Washington, and in the sec- 
ond principal square in Caracas have 
•erected in ills hopor a statue of almost 
equal magnificence to that of Bolivar. 


The pride of the city, however, is 


the beautiful tomb of Bolivar. This 
tomb was originally in Trinity church, 
but in 1870 was changed into a nation- 
al pantheon. In addition to the re- 
mains of Bolivar the pantheon contains 
those of all the presidents of the repub- 
lic from 1870 and u few of the leading 
men.

Stronger refreshments do not 


possess this valuable property in. the 
most dangerous of fevers known to 
northern climates. In this connection, 
one PcrtiOnouth man tells an interest- 
ing story of his experience when he 
bad1 typhoid some years ago 
He 


craved lemons, begged, pleaded and 
implored that he might have lemons; 
but the physician in charge '.saidi it 
wouldn't do, the acid would; kill him 
sure if it once reached those highly 
inflames -and sensitive internal tis- 
sues. Now Vs feels that in that par- 
ticular case Eis OTTO cravings were a 
better guide than the medical knowl- 
edge of that time, even though' he 
survived the attack.

Thk U the «n»on of the year of 


great aale* of books e» cry where. Few 
publishers have any adequate idea of 
the immense storehouse of \olume* Jn 
the world to which are jear by year 
added new works in countlews num- 
bers. Some idea of the growth of lit- 
erature may be gained from the latest 
estimates that from 8,000 to lO.OOu z.z~ 
els alone are published ou au average 
every year the v\ orld over. The Japa- 
nese print o\er 450, ludia about 200, 
Egypt a dozen and Syria about the 
same number. Italy aud Spain each 
publishes more than 500 novels, France 
perhaps GOO, with Scandinavia close 
behind. Russia reaches about 1,000. 
England and Germany print more than 
any other countries—1,513 novels, a 
great many of them for children, were 
put on the market last year by the 
English and nearly 2,000 by the Ger- 
man publishers. Germany, the United 
States, Russia and India have doubled 
in twenty years the number of publi- 
cations issued. Japan has multiplied 
Its output five times since 1SSO.

Demurer of Beef Combine, 


When the federal department of jus- 


tice brought suit againgt leadia^ beef 
and pork packers oo the ground that 
they were in an Illegal combine or 
trust, it will be remembered that the 
defendants boldly avowed their right to 
do what they had done and followed 
the declaration with the promise that 
they were ready at anytime to produce 
their books and papers In proof of their 
contention that the Wgh prices were 
justified by the condition of t'ae mar- 
ket. 


Now, 
when the government asks 


that these books and papers be placed 
In evidence, the packers answer with a 
demurrer, practically defying the au- 
thorities. What is the inference to be 
drawn from this action? If the ad- 
vance in the price of beef has been 
wholly natural and the conditions of 
trade have been as set forth by the 
defendants, the most complete answer 
aa well as the easiest would be for 
them to produce the proof obtainable 
from their books. When, after having 
asserted their readiness to do this, they 
promptly back down when confronted 
with a demand to that effect, the public 
can only suppose that the production of 
the documents would not sustain the 
claim. The contention of the packers 
that the publication of the details of 
their business would benefit rivals is 
untenable since the combine has no 
rivals. 


It may be only a coincidence, but it 


seems somewhat significant that just 
at this time the German government 
should make an exhaustive report on 
the condition of its navy. It is shown, 
according to the Beilln correspondents, 
that the kaiser can command the serv- 
ices of 74,000 trained sailors against 
26,000 of the United States. Whether 
or not this statement is made for the 
benefit of the United States, it is an 
item which congress might do well uot 
to overlook when the naval bill comes 
up for consideration.

Cotton Growing In Sierra Leone. 
From the recent address of Sir 


Charles King Harmon, goverror of the 
British colony of Sierra Leone, before 
the African section of the Manchester 
chamber of commerce It does not ap- 
pear that much progress has been made 
toward growing cotton on an extensive 
scale In Seuegambia, which some peo- 
ple have Intimated might in time be a 
strong rival to our southern states In 
'the production of this great textile 
staple. 


Sir Charles said that four things 


were necessary to a satisfactory start 
ba cotton growing In this section of 
Africa—namely, seed, capital, land and 
labor. The first two, he supposed, the 
association would be willing to supply. 
He bad already received a quantity of 
seed. 
This bad been distributed in 


various parts of the protectorate, and 
when he, returned to Africa he expect- 
ed to learn the result of the 'experi- 
mental planting. As to the land nec- 
'essary, the government would be an- 
swerable for that and would seek the 
co-operation »l fUe chiefs to obtain a 
proper supply of labor. One of the 
•chief difficulties to be surmounted, Sir 
Charles said in conclusion, was the at- 
titude of the natives, who regarded 
every white mau with extreme sus- 
picion.

will be crowded out of the world's 
market by African cotton.

a rifle, the day before. Attorney John 
H. Bartlett appeared 
for 
the 
de- 


fense and City Solicitor Charles H. 
Batchelder conducted the prosecution. 
At the suggestion of the 
defense, 


both counsel and Judge Emery went 
to the scene of the shooting, the de- 
fense claiming that the wire netting 
over the -window in1 the door of the 
barn in which1 Schorr and his com- 
panions were, would prevent a per- 
son on the outside from seeing any- 
one in the building who was stand- 
ing a few feet back from the window. 
It was shown, however, that a man 
standing close to the window could 
be easily seen from the outside and 
the men who -were -with Schorl at 
th« time he was shot positively sta- 
ted! that they were standing direct- 
ly beMnd the window when Caswell 
apparently took deliberate aim at 
them with his rifle and fired. 


At the resumption of the hearing, 


the first witness was Jolm Miles, who 
was with' Caswell at the tune of the 
shooting. He testified that they were 
returning from; the wharf, when Cas- 
well fired at a wagon in front of the 
window. The bullet, he said, passed 
through the window and three fellows 
soon rushed out, complaining that one 
had been shot. With this, they ran 
away. He said he did not see any- 
body in the barn. 


Jacob Gouiebe, the owner 
of 
the 


barn, said that he awd Sam Black, 
Jacob Levi and Philip Sohorte were 
in the bam, looking at a horse, when 
they saw Ca^well and three other boys 
come down the wharf. Paaring lest 
(.lie boys might throw stones, he said 
he closed the door 
He was standing 


at the door, with, the others, Schorte 
and Black, looking out at the window, 
when Schorte was shot 
He rushed 


out after Caswell, but the boy had 
escaped. He said ho had had trouble 
with Caswell before. 


Sam Black stated 
that he was 


.landing inside the barn window, with 
Schorte, when he saw Caswell come 
up the wharf; and that when he was 
directly in front of the door Caswell 
raised the rifle and pointed it at the 
window, tout he thought the boy was 
tooling, and was greatly 
surprised 


when he fired and Sc-liorte fell. 


John Dyer and 
George Johnson, 


two lad® who were 
with 
Caswell. 


were witnesses, and they both said 
1hat they did not know any one was 
in the torn, and that 
Caswell 
had 


fired at a sleigh, in front of the door.
